2. Applicant's arguments, see remarks page 1 , filed 1-7-05, with respect to Shroy, 
Jr. et al. (US 4,891,757) in view of Bruijns et al. (US 5,974,113) not teaching further 
limitation of claims 1 and 14 (adjusting a window of the gain corrected image with 
respect to a reference window) have been fully considered and are persuasive.
